Admits the Shooting. 
At the police station tonight Conductor 
‘Owen Farley admitted firing the shot which 
killed Zika. He fired, he said, at a man who 
was preparing to throw a stone at him and

The four persons wounded were all injured 
near a fight which occurred at 5:30 o'clock 
at the intersection of Thirteenth and Herbert 
streets. The riot was lively while it lasted, 
fully 100 shots being fired, and as the streets 
were crowded with people it is remarkable 
that the number of injured was so small. 
Four cars of the Bellefontaine line were 
running close together, and when the first 
one turned the corner it plunged into a crowd 
of over 200 men and women who gathered 
there. No stop was made and the car was 
damage could be.

Stones were rained upon it and several shots 
fired at the conductor and motorman. The 
four police officers on the car at once re- 
turned the fire, and the crew of the first 
car, hearing the shots, at once reversed and 
ran back to reinforce their comrades.

PLAGUE ORDER IS QUASHED. 


dons Plan to Inoculate Inhabitants 
of Oriental Quarter. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 21.—{Special.j— 
No attempt was made today by the Board 
of Health to hold up Chinese or Japanese 
in Chinatown and inoculate them. Instead 
the board has decided to place inspectors at 
the ferries and railroad depots and inoculate 
all Asiatics who attempt to leave town. The 
result of this new move will be-to compel 
Orientals who are trave to the Interior 
to walk or drive to suburban: stations 
there take trains. 
The attitude of the local Chinese was s0 
menacing that the Board of Health decided 
not to provoke an open canfilet. Most of the 
Orienthis in Chinatown are ignorant and 
profoundly suspicious of any devices of the 
white man which they cannot understand, 
Their fears of inoculation were aroused at 
the outset by a circular in Chinese placarded 
on all*dead walls, declaring this inoculation 
was a scheme to poison all Asiatice and 
citing two cases. of Chinese who had died im- 
mediately after submitting to inoculation, 
No amount of explanation by Consul Ho 
Yow was able to remove this impression. 
The Chinese at once closed all stores and 
abandoned business, and the shutters are 
still up on all their shops. Many openly 
declared they would shoot the health officers 
if any attempt was made to inoculate them. 
Nine-tenths of those inoculated during the 


last three days have been Japanese, who 


were caught in the streets. 

It is probable Chinatown will resume busil- 
ness tomorrow, when the Consul officially 
announces that no more inoculation will be 
attempted in the quarter. A native born 
Chinese who lives in Berkeley will probably 
test the legality tomorrow of the Health 
board’s action in inoculating Orientals and 
not whites. He was inoculated on Saturday 
and Was made III. Another Chinese who was 
caught at the ferry and inoculated is re- 
ported to be dangeroualy sick at his home in 


the country. 
Unusual care is taken at the federal quar- 


antine station, and all Asiatics who leave 
the city will be inoculated, so there is no 
exeuse for quarantine against California. 

Late tonight the State Board of Health 
adopted a circular to the State Boards of 
Health of the United States embodying the 
following facts: 

“There have been nine deaths from bu- 
bonic plague, all Chinese, found dead in their 
insanitary quarters, known as Chinatown. 
At this time there are no known cases of 


bubonic plague in California.”

The reason given was that the com- 
pany had failed to pay the city the compen- 


sation agreed on in the ardinance. The 


whole matter was referred to the Committee 


on Judiclary. A letter of the Mayor, sent 


with thd ordinance, tells of the passage of 
the ordinance of June 29, 1406, granting the 
elevated railway companies the right to 
build the Van Buren street side of the Union 
Loop and the bargain afterwards entered 
into whereby the company agreed, in con- 
sideration of the Mayor not vetoing the 
ordinance, that it would pay to the city 
pereentages of its gross receipts, after de- 
ducting $250,000 for interest charges, as fol- 
lows: During the first five years, 5 per 
cent; second five years, 10 per cent; next ten 
years, 15 per cent; next fifteen years, 20 per 
cent; for the rest of the time, 25 per cent. 

Then the letter goes on to say: 

This agreemen was broken by the com- 
panies at the earliest opportunity. No pay- 
ment has ever been made by either company, 
although repeated demands have been made. 

“It is now necessary that definite action 
be taken by the city authorities. The com- 
panies, by their agreement of July 6, 1896, 
have pointed out the method which should be 
followed.

Gas Ordinance Is Amended.

General g Explains That Sheri- 
dan Helped Little in Turning the 
Tide of Battle. 


Boston, Mass., May 21.—[(Special.]—Gen- 
eral Stephen H. Manning of Lewiston, Me., 
has jumped into notoriety by asserting Sher- 
idan'’s famous ride was largely a take.“ 
He claims General Wright was the men who 
stopped the stampede of the union army and 
drove the confederate forces under Early 
back. “Little Phil's arrival,” he says, 
„ made no difference.“ The man who makes 
this bold statement is one of the most noted 
men Maine sent to the war. He enlisted at 
Lewiston in 1861, and during his service re- 
ceived seven promotions directly from Pres- 
ident Lincoln and one from Governor Wash- 
burne of Maine. 

The famous raid of the Shenandoah Val- 
ley," said General Manning, an episode in 
the history of the war that has been made 
immortal by the poetic genius of Thomas 
Buchanan Read, wasn't exactly a raid, but 
a legitimate and regular campaign. Sheri- 
dan found us near Harper's Ferry, and then 
he went back to Washington. We started 
on up the valley after General Barly, and 
had our first big battle at Winchester. The 
rebels were driven on up the valley until we 
reached Cedar Creek, and at that place the 
battle was terrible. Sheridan was in Wash- 
ington. General Wright had full command 
of the army. 

On the 19th day of October I happened to 
be awake early and heard heavy firing on 
our extreme left. My tent was next to Gen- 
eral Wright's. I ran into the General's tent 
and told him the rebels were firing on our 
left. General Wright immediately sent staff 
officers to have the troops all under arms at 
once. The attack by Early was made with 
such rapidity the rebels got into some of the 
company streets before the soldiers could 
get out of their tents. It was only the work 
of a few minutes. We were at last all driven 
back about three miles. It was well nigh 
a rout for the time. The enemy failed to 
foliow up their advantage and make the rout 
complete. If the rebels were not intoxicated 
with liquor they certainly were with success. 
That gave us a chance to reform our lines. 
I stood by General Wright's side and heard 
him give the order to advance. The men 
made a rush, and in a short itme Barly was 
on the retreat. Our army was after him, and 
in another hour would have smashed his 
lines and destroyed his army. 

“At this moment General Sheridan ar- 
rived @rom his famous ride of thirty miles 
from Winchester. And right here comes the 
injustice of history. Sheridan's friends 
claimed it was his arrival that turned the 
tide of battle. Some poet wrote a song about 
the matter, and that settled it. Since then 
it has been absolutely useless to tell the 
truth about this historic incident. It has 
been put into our school books and taught 
in every conceivable form. General Wright 
was too modest a man to fight over the mat- 
ter and demand justice for his men. 

Now, what are the facts ia this case? 
Sheridan did ride from Winchester, but no 
faster than any other well mounted officer 
could have done. It has been claimed he 
found the whole army disorganised and fly- 
ing down the valley and that it was his 
presence that turned the tide. It is abso- 
lutely false. His coming changed nothing. 
When he reached us he found a lot of sut- 
lers, camp followers, and bummers running 
toward Winchester. That is always the 
case in all armies when in battle. Possibly 
there might have been 500 ofthis crowd that 
Sheridan met, but they didn’t constitute the 
army by along shot. 

The result would have been precisely the 
same had he not come. We would have had 
Early whipped before night in any event. 
We practically had him whipped then. We 
had him at our mercy when Sheridan 
reached us. 


TEACHERS ASK BACK SALARIES. 


Demand $491,000 and May Get It— 
Mrs. O’Keeffe’s Plan for Three 
3 Normal Schools. 


Chi school teachers are after $491,- 
000, which they declare is due them in back 
salaries, and if the members of the Com- 
mittee of the Board of Education are satis- 
fied that the board can draw upon the ap- 
propriation for school purposes in 1001 it is 
probable that the teachers will be paid the 
sum that they ask for. 

The $491,000 is not an Increase in salary. 
After the board cut the salaries in 1800 the 
schedule was allowed to remain unchanged, 
and now the younger teachers find that as 
a result they have not received credit for 
their work in 1899, and are consequently 
unable to secure the increase that is granted 
them after a certain period of service. These 
teachers now wish to have the schedule 
brought up to date, and they wish to be paid 
‘the arrears, which now amount to the sum 
mentioned. 

A delegation of grade teachers, headed by 
Miss Mary Lincoln, visited the offices of 
the Board of Education yesterday. and 
presented the matter to Chairman Brennan 
of the Committee on School Management. 
They were assured that they would be 
granted their request if the committee could 
secure the needed funds. Attorney Mo- 
Mahon of the board will be asked to deliver 
an opinion as to whether payment can be 
made legally out of the appropriation for 
1901. Chairman Brennan believes that the 
opinion will be favorable to the teachers. 

Mrs. Isabella O'Keeffe, chairman of the 
Normal School committee, has a plan to re- 
lieve the overcrowded condition of the Chi- 
cago Normal School by establishing three 
normal schools in the city instead of one. 
These schools are to be situated one in each 
of the three divisions, It is intended to ar- 
range the courses so that the teachers may 
visit the various schools on different days 
the week, and thus avold the 


increasing the forces.

„Our representative in London promptly 
communicated the President's instruction to 
Lord Salisbury. In answer he was request- 
ed to thank the President for the friendly 
interest shown by him, and Lord Salisbury 
added that her Majesty’s government could 
not accept the intervention of any power. 
This communication also was immediately 
transmitted to our Consul at Pretoria, to be 
communicated to the President of the South 
African Republic. | 
Only Nation to Act.

States was the only government in the world 
of all those approached by the south African 
republics which tendered its good offices to 
either of the combatants in the interest of a

As allusion had been made to The Hague

Resolution Extending Privileges of the 
Floor Voted Down After 
Heated Debate. 


Washington, D. C., May 21.—The 
sion of the status of the Boer commissioners 
was precipitated in the Senate when Sena- 
tor Allen [Pop., Neb. ] offered his resolution 
extending to the commissioners the privi- 
leges of the floor of the Senate, The resolu- 
tion was defeated by a vote of 36 to 21, but 
not until after a sharp controversy between 
its author and Senator Davis, chairman of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations. 

Senator Allen maintained that the resolu- 
tion was in line with precedents, while Sena- . 
tor Davis contended that, in the peculiar 
circumstances, the Senate ought not to take 
any action that might be considered a recog- 
nition of Boer diplomats until the President, 
who alone had the power to receive diplo- 
matic representatives, had taken action. 

Senator Davis said the misston of the Boer 
envoys was well understood and that they 
had proceeded in a manner irregular and 
highly improper. He did not want to dis- 
courage sympathy of th@ American people 
with the Boers, but these representatives 
had been taking an unwise course, pre- 
mature and undiplomatic. Before present- 
ing their case to this govern ent they were 
going about the country attending public 
meetings and attempting to enlist the people

“This resolution,” said Senator Davis in 
reply, “ recognizes these gentlemen by name 
as the commissioners of the south African 
governments. That recognition, by the con- 
stitution, is confided exclusively to the Pres- 
ident of the United States. There is not a 
foreign Ambassador or Minister to this gov- 
ernment who is entitled to admission to the 
floor of ihe Senate. The Canadian com- 
missioners were admitted to the floor of the 
Senate, but there was no such question then 
pending between Great Britain and the 
United States as that which has brought 
these gentlemen here to state their cause to 
= government and to the American peo- 
p 

It is not plain to me,“ concluded Senator 
Davis, “that the United States Senate 
should make haste to admit them as com- 
missioners to the courtesies of the Senate 
when such courtesies are not extended to 
Ambassadors or Ministers of any “foreign 
country.” 

Senator Mason said that while the Presi- 
dent nad the power to recognize and receive 
diplomatic representatives of foreign gov- 
ernments, it was within the power of the 
Senate alone to determine who should be 
admitted to its floor. 

Senator Teller said the United States had 
already recognized the south African repub- 
lics and had sent diplomatic representatives 
to them. 

Senator Davis retorted that he did not 
know that anybody ever had denied the 
south African republics were independent 
countries. But that Is not the question,” 
he said. “It is a fact that neither of these 
states has ever before att@émpted to send 
diplomatic representatives to the United 


States. It also is a fact that the United

They ask to enter into inter- 
national relations with us of a certain na- 
ture and for certain action by this govern- 
ment. Before any considération of this mat- 
ter can be entered into by the Senate these 
gentlemen must be ed by the President 
in that capacity in which they are accredited 
to the government of the United States. 

Without attempting to disparage the et- 
forts of these gentlemen, without attempt- 
ing to detract from the sympathy. that may 
be expressed for them, I feel bound to say 
that they have proceeded in a manner en- 
tirely irregular and premature. Before they 
have been received by the President they 
have appeared in public meeting and have 
stated the object of their mission and that 
they desire to gain the good offices and sym- 
pathy of this government and seek to create 
public opinion to influence the action of the 
government.” 

Senator Davis said he did not intend 
bring into this question the merits of the 
war between Great Britain and the south 
African states, and cut off debate by moving

TROUBLE WITH THE MOROS. 


Sultan’s Fanatics Fire on Americans 
in Southern Part of Island 
of Mindanao. 


MANILA, May 21.—Fears of the army off!- 
cers that serious trouble with the Moham- 
medan Moros could not long be averted seem 
to have been well founded. It is today re- 
ported that the first clash with the Sultan's 
fanatics came when the Moros in the south- 
ern part of Mindanao got into trouble among 
themselves. At Cottobatto Major Brett sent 
a detachment to preserve peace at a confer- 
ence between two quarreling chiefs, and 
during the conference the tribesmen began 
shooting. 

Fanatics Fire on Americans. 

One of the bands fired upon the Americans 
from an old Spanish fort, and the soldiers 
returned the fire, killing several of the na- 
tives, but were unable to take the fort, al- 
though a gunboat shelled it. Major Brett is 


sending a larger body to punish the recalcl- 


trants. 

It has already been reported that 500 insur- 
gents, half of whom were armed with rifles, 
ambushed eighty scouts of the Fortieth Vol- 
unteer Infantry in the hills near Aquasan, in 
the northern part of Mindanao. The Ameri⸗ 
cans routed the natives, killing fifty-one 
The American casualties in this engagement 
were two killed and three wounded. : 

These engagements, coupled with reports 
that the Sultan of Sulu is dissatisfied with 
tariff regulations imposed by the Americans, 
are pointed to significantly by those of the 
army officers who have declared that the 
treaty with the Sultan was a mistake. 


Bell Forced to Revoke Order. 


General James M. Bell, commanding the 
hemp provinces of southern Luson, haa is- 
sued an order to his officers not to attempt 
to organize the municipal governments, as 
prescribed by Major General Otis in his re- 
ceht order, on account of the disturbed con- 
ditions. The Americans occupy a few coast 
towns, which the insurgents surround, con- 
stantly assajling the garrisons, which are 
too small to attempt operations in the sur- 
rounding country.

Justice 
McKenna was the first of the dissenters to 
be heard. He stated that while he concurred 
in the result he was not prepared to say that 
a public office was not property. 

Justice Brewer. also expressed views an- 
tagonistic to those of the court on the point 
of office as property. He also held the view 
that the United States courts were not with- 
out jurisdiction, but contended that the de- 
cision of the Kentucky courts should be 
affirmed instead of dismissing the writ of 
error. | 

Justice Harlan in his dissent quoted vari- 
ous authorities and then said: 

“ Notwithstanding these adjudications, the 
decision today is that this court has no 
jurisdiction to inquire whether the citizen 
has. been deprived, without due process df 
law, of an office held by him under the con- 
stitution and laws of his State. If the con- 
test between the one holding the office and 
the person seeking to hold it is determina- 
ble by the Legislature, in a prescribed mode, 
this court, it appears, cannot inquire wheth- 
er that mode was pursued, and cannot in- 
terfere for the protection of the incumbent, 
even if the final action of the Legislature 
Was confessedly capricious and arbitrary, 
inconsistent with the recognized principles 
that belong to due process of law, and not 
based, in any degree, on the evidence taken 


in.the contest. 

“If the Kentucky lature had wholly 
disregarded the mode preseribed by the 
statutes of that State, and, without appoint-

K which, approved by the presby- 
teries, disfranchises one minister in — 
throughout the Presbyterian Church. Men 
who have served their churches for twenty- 
five or fifty years and have been honorably re- 
tired by their presbyteries: men temporarily 
without a pastoral charge; ministers supply- 
ing occasionally; the secretaries of institu- 
tions not under the control of the church; 
professors in institutions not under the con- 
trol of the assembly, and all religious editors 
will be deprived of a vote on any question in 
the presbyteries of which they are members. 

It is true that they may sit and speak in 
the presbytery service, serve on committees, 
and be eligible to office, but they will have 
no voice in electing others to office nor in 
shaping the policy of the church nor direct- 
ing the religious work in the presbytery. 

The attempt to include honorably retired 
ministers in the active membership of the 
presbytery was voted down after a speech, 
half-serious and half-ludicrous, by the Rev. 
Dr. Everard Kempshall of Elizabeth, N. J., 
himself on the honorably retired list after 
forty-five years of active service in the min- 


istry. 
Will Affect Large Cities. 

The ovérture came from the Presbytery of 
Westchester in the New York Synod, and 
will affect chiefly the presbyteries of large 
cities, where, as in Néw York, those not in 
the pastorate outnumber the pastors. Ifa 
majority of the presbyteries approve the 
new plan, pastors, stated supplies, secretar-

He found, he says, that the Spanish medical 
officer was right, and that alcohol to al 
limited extent and in temperate measure 
contributed to the health of soldiers ex- 
posed to the climatic conditions in the Philip- 
pines. He assumes, as a result of his ex- 
perience and observation at Santiago, that 
the same rule will apply to the troops in 
Cuba. He has. recommended the War de- 
partment that there be a regular issue of 
brandy, as is done by the French medical 
authorities and by the British to troops in 
tropical countries.

RATHBONE OUT OF OFFICE | 


DIRECTOR OF CUBAN POSTS SUSPEND- 
ED AND UNDER Waren. 


Postal Department Will Net Permit 


the Ousted Official to Leave the 


land Until His Accounts Have Deen

Cuban Posts, was today suspended from 
office. His accounts will be investigated. 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General Joseph 
L. Bristow will tomorrow assume full con- 
trol as Major Rathbone’s temporary suc- 
cessor. 

While Postmaster General Smith refuses 
to discuss the present or future of Major 


tained in his official order, it is ascertained 
from other sources that Rathbone is under 
surveillance. He will-not be permitted to 
leave Cuban soll until Governor General 
Wood is perfectly satisfied he has committed 
no offense punishable by arrest and trial. 

In the meantime the $6,500 per year salary 
of Major Rathbone will cease today. He 
will not again have opportunity to purchase 
silk underwear and hosiery from the Cuban 
revenues. He will be permitted to retain 
house until the present suspension is fol- 
lowed by final removal. 

It is expressly stipulated in Postmaster 
General Smith's order that Mr. Bristow shall 
have no compensation other than his salary 
as Fourth Assistant, which is $4,000 per 
year. No steps have as yet been taken look- 
ing to the selection of a successor for Major 
Rathbone. Nothing in that direction will be 
done until Mr. Bristow has completed the 
investigation now on foot. He will also 
thoroughly reorganize the Cuban postal serv- 
ice, placing it on a more economical basis 
and lopping off extravagant expenditures 
wherever possible. He may not make many 
changes in the present system, but will see 
that future frauds and waste of funds can- 
not occur. When these reforms have been 
completed and a report on the recent frauds 
made, a new Director General will be named :
